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FOREWORD 


This  issue  of  National  Accounts  Statistics  CNASD  presents  the 
estimates  of  national/domestic  product.,  private  final  consumption 
expenditure ,  saving,  capital  formation  ,  capital  stock,  public  sector 
transactions  and  consolidated  accounts  of  the  nation  for  the  period 
1980-61  to  1989-90.  •  Wherever  possible,  the  quick  estimates  for 
1990-91  are  also  presented  in  the-  publication.* 

2.  The  figures  for  the  years  1981-82  to  1983-84,  which  remain  the 

same  as  in  the  last  issue  of  the  N  AS ,  have  been  omitted  in  the  present 

* 

publication  due  to  space  limitation.  However,  net  value  added  at 
current  prices  for  the  organised  and  unorganised  sectors  has  been 
presented  for  all  the  years  in  Statement  7  6  to  take  into  account  some 
revisions  in  the  figures  for  agriculture,  forestry  and  logging  and 
construction  industries  for  all  the  years. 

3.  The  economic  -cum-  purpose  classification  of  expenditure  of 

administrative  departments,  according  to  1980-81  series  for  1980-81  to 
1988-89,  were  presented  in  last  issue  of  NAS.  This  issue,  therefore, 
contains  the  classification  for  the  years  1988-89  and  1989-90  only. 

4.  In  order  to  facilitate  the  use  of  comparable  data  by  users, 

special  table  on  macro  economic  aggregates  and  population  from  1950-51 
to  1990-91  is  given  as  special  statement  S-2. 

5.  I  would  like  to  place  on  record  my  deep  appreciation  of  the 

sincere  efforts  made  and  hard  work  put  in  by  the  officers'  of  the 
National  Accounts  Division  in  bringing  out  this  publication  .Thanks

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  estimates  of  other  sectors 
except  for  revision  in  the  estimates  of  net  domestic  product 
due  to  availability  of  fresh/  revised  data  as  given  in  paras 
above.  The  estimates  of  agriculture  sector  have  been 

revised  due  to  availability  of  data  on  paid-up -capital  of 
joint  stock  companies  engaged  in  plantation  activity.  In 
case  of  forestry  sector  the  recorded  production  of 

industrial  and  fuel  wood  has  been  treated  as  organised  while 
the  balance  of  output  ,  including  fuel  wood  estimated  from 
consumption  approach  has  been  included  under  unorganised 
sector.  The  revision  in  the  estimates  is  due  to  availability 
of  fresh  data  on  recorded  production  on  industrial  and  fuel 
wood  from  various  state  governments.  In  case  of  construction 
sector  ,  so  far  it  was  assumed,  that  all  the  construction 
assets  have  been  owned  by  the  organised  sector  which 
consists  of  Public  and  Private  Corporate  sector.  In  the 
revised  estimates  assets  of  unincorporated  construction 
enterprises  have  been  estimated  separately  as  given  in  NAS - 
SM.,1989  and  consumption  of  fixed  capital  for  this  part  has 
been  worked  out  accordingly.  Thus  in  the  revised  estimates 
consumption  of  fixed  capital  has  been  estimated  separately 
for  organised  and  unorganised  sector  and  consequently  the 
share  of  unorganised  sector  has  been  reduced  to  this  extent.
